EMPRESS BOWS TO FOREIGNERS. 


After an interval of five minutes the 
Dowager Empress reappeared. Standing in 
the doorway of the temple, she looked up- 
ward. Directly overhead were the German 
Minister, Dr. Mumm von Schwartzenstein; 
the Secretaries of the German Legation, 
and the officers of the American garrison 
and some American women. The Dowager 
Empress saw the foreigners, and bowed 
low. She advanced a few steps and bowed 
again in acknowledgment of the salutations 
of the foreigners. She then returned to her 


chair looking upward at the semicircle of 
foreign faces and bowing repeatedly. 

In the meantime the Chinese soldiers, 
Manchu bannermen, and minor officials, 
who had crowded the Plaza, were reverent- 
ly kneeling. The two arches at the sides 
of the ancient gateway framed the faces 
of hundreds of Chinese coolies, who, em- 
boldened by the presence of the foreigners, 
ventured to gaze upon their rulers. This 
incident constituted a most sharp contrast 
with the old régime, when neither diplo- 
mets nor natives were permitted to view 
the passege of royal personages along the 
streets. 

The expression of the Dowager Empress 
seemed almost appealing as she faced those 
who had humbled her from her former ar- 
rogance, and confirmed the impression that 
she is returning to Peking with anxiety for 
her safety. 

The streets from the Machiapo Station to 
the gateway of the Forbidden City, a dis- 
tance of four milés, were swept and gar- 
nished early this morning. The great 
plaza between the Temples of Heaven and 
Agriculture was sprinkled with yellow 
sand. Residents were compelled to re- 
main indoors. Tne soldiers and the police 
formed a close cordon along both sides of 
the entire route. A sharp wind, bringing 
sand from the Mongolian Desert, blinded 
the spectators. 

The special train bearing the Emperor and 
Empress Dowager, composed of twenty-two 
cars, was preceded by a pilot. engine, and 
arrived shortly after noon. The engine 
and the Emperor's cars had been decorated 
with yellow silk dragons by the British 
railroad officers. Two companies of Chi- 
nese cavalry mounted on white horses and 
two companies astride horses from Austra- 
lia were drawn up at the sides of the sta- 
tion. Two thousand officials, Princes, Vice- 
roys, and Taotais—a kaleidoscopic field of 
silks and furs. in which gleamed an occa- 
sional yellow jacket—were massed upon the 
platform. 

When the Emperor appeared the entire 
assemblage peceerss itself and remained 
kneeling until his Majesty had taken his 

lace in his chair. At the station the 

Jowager Empress summoned Traffic Man- 
ager Foley and Superintendent Moffat of 
the raliroad, the latter having driven the 
engine which drew the special train, and 
presented them to the Emperor, who 
thanked them for their services. 


THE IMPERIAL PROCESSION. 


The imperial cavalcade then moved off 
at a swift trot, the Chinese cavalry in the 
lead. Then followed the great body of of- 
ficials, riding shaggy Mongolian ponies, 
the Manchu bannermen, the umbrella bear- 
ers, the spearmen, Viceroy Yuan-Shi-Kai 
in his newly bestowed yellow jacket, and 
the Emperor, with eight bearers carrying 
his chair, and a guard of infantrymen 
marching on either side. Then came the 
Empress Dowager with an equally conspic- 
uous entourage. She was followed by the 
Boxer chief and Prime Minister Jung-Lu 
in a yellow chair. The Dowager Empress, 


Prince Chun, and the lesser officials were 
carried in yellow and green chairs. 

While their Majesties passed the soldiers 
lining the route of the procession knelt, 
holding their guns at present arms, agd 
the buglers sounded their instruments con- 
tinuously, Although the streets were kept 
empty, thousands of Chinese crowded the 
elevations along the line of march, a thing 
never permitted before.

INFANT MORTALITY IN RUSSIA. 


In Many Governments It Is 40 Per Cent. 
or More—Causes to Which 
It Is Attributed.

LONDON, Jan. &.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Times says alarm- 
ing figures in regard to infant mortality 
are made public by the medical reports 
to local authorities. It appears that in 
many Governments 40 and even 50 or 
more per cent. of the children die in their 
first years. 

The mortality is attributed mainly to 
the ignorance of the peasants and to the 
fact that the mothers frequently neglect 
their children in order to work in the 
fields. Another cause is said to be the 
employment of wet nurses, necessitating 
the feeding of the nurses’ children by 
artificial means. In one Government, 
where the mortality of infants among 
the Christians is 342.1 per thousand, the 
death rate among the children of Mo- 
hammedan parents is 140.4 per thousand. 
The Mohammedan law compels mothers 
to nurse their own children. 


THE POPE CONDEMNS 
AGITATORS IN FRANCE. 


Says Catholics Should Accept the Re- 
public Frankly—Pained Because 
His Advice Is Disregarded.

LONDON, Jan. 8.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times says Mgr. Péche- 
nard, the historian, who has just re- 
turned from Rome, declares that the 
Pope is distressed by the goings on in 
France. His Holiness loves the monastic 
orécers as much as the parochial clergy, 
but thinks that the responsibility for the 
present situation rests largely with cer- 
tain Catholics who have not heeded his 
directions. 

The Pope believes that the only way to 
obtain a tolerant republic, which respects 
religious belief, is to accept the republic 
frankly. 

“Certainly I admit," said his Holi- 
ness, “‘that there are Frenchmen who 
prefer other forms of government, but 
their duty is to keep their opinions to 
themselves. I do not acknowledge their 
right to pose as defenders of the Church 
and to extoll a policy which is injurious 
to it. Make them understand that I am 


pained and displeased. In rejecting my 
advice they have no idea of the harm 
they are doing to their country and 
thgir faith. All men who love liberty 
should band themselves together to save 
society from a most dire catastrophe. It 
it unfortunate that persons calling them- 
selves Catholics should remain deaf to 
my voice.” 


RUSSIA'S INDUSTRIAL CRISIS. 


Vienna Paper Says It Is Steadily As- 
suming Larger Dimensions.

LONDON, Jan. 8.—The Independent of 
Vienna, quoted by the correspondent of 
The Times in the Austrian capital, de- 
clares that the industrial crisis in Russia 
is steadily assuming larger dimensions, 
extending to many branches of industry. 
Help is demanded from the Govern- 
ment. The majority of the manufactur- 
ers want increased import duties, but it 
is not believed that the Government will 
depart from the system of moderate pro- 

tection. 


FRENCH OFFICERS FOR MOROCCO.

LONDON, Jan. 8.—The French military 
mission in Morocco, says the Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times, is to be increased 
in March in order to provide artillery of- 
ficers for the Su'tan.

Mr. Cannon 
urged that the House should not act on 
the bill until the right of way should have 
been secured. He said the Nicaraguans 
very likely would take advantage of this 
country if the canal should be located in 
their territory before the terms for the 
concessions should have been agreed upon. 
Mr. Hepburn replied that the House could, 
by subsequent action, cancel its verdict 
in favor of Nicaragua if it chose, and 
he said about the same thing when it was 
suggested that investigation of the latest 
offer of the Panama Canal Company might 
convince the House that the Panama route 
was the better one. 

Some of the questioners who interrogated 
him, putting inquiries that indicated they 
were Panama men, Mr. Hepburn charged 
with seeking to delay the construction of 
the canal... When he made.this reflection 
on Mr. Cannon of Illinois that gentlemen 
replied that.she recognized the. fact that 
the people of the country had pronounced 
in favor of an isthmian canal, and that he 
was in full accord with them, 

In the course of the debate Congressman 
Hepburn declared that to make the water- 
way free of tolls would be the best sub- 
sudy to American shipping, and intimated 
a doubt whether any other kind of sub- 
sidy bill would pass, owing to the prejudice 
against the word “ subsidy.” 

“There is something in the word ‘ sub- 
sidy,’"’ he continued, ‘that excites the 
fears and disturbs the heart processes of 
some of our brethren, and I had hoped that 
by calling it by some other name they 
would be able to take much more kindly to 
it. By the use of this great waterway free 
of charge to the American citizen, he could 
send ships from an American shipyard, 
from American material, manipulated by 
American workingmen, sailed by American 
sailors, and loaded with American prod- 
ucts."’ 

There was applause at this, and Mr. Hep- 
burn, turning toward his Republican col- 
leagues, exclaimed: ** What an impulse that 
would give in the direction which you so 
much desire to travel.”’ 

Mr. Hepburn spoke for two hours, reply- 
ing to a volley of questions concerning the 
recent offer of the Panama Canal Company 
to sell its property and franchises to the 
United States for $40,000,000. 

The interest in the debate centred almost 
entirely in this new phase of the subject. 
Mr. Hepburn maintained that the alleged 
new offer of the Panama Company was 
part of the plan of delay. All his utter- 
ances along that line were liberally ap- 
plauded. He pointed out what he claimed 
was the suspicious circumstance that the 
Panama Company held out for $109,000,000 
until it was decided before the holiday re- 
cess to consider the Nicaragua bill, and 
then it suddenly dropped the price to $40,- 
000,000, 

Mr. Morris (Minnesota,) gaye notice that 
at the proper time he would offer an amend- 
ment to authorize the President, if he 
could procure the property and rights of 
the Panama Company for $40 000,000, if con- 
cessions could be procured from Colombia, 
and if the Walker commission so recom- 
mended, to purchase and proceed to com- 
plete the Panama Canal.

In explanation of the 
resolution, Mr. Morgan declared that the 
alleged relations were a ‘‘ wicked monop- 
oly,’’ which already had cost the people of 
the Pacific Coegst millions of dollars. The 
relations involve the control of the Pan- 
ama Canal Company of the Panama Rail- 
road Company and the agreement existing 
between certain “railroads of the United 
States and the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company. 


NEGAUNEE MINE CAVES IN. 


From Thirteen to Seventeen Miners 
Thought to Have Lost Their Lives. 
NEGAUNEE, Mich., Jan. 7.—From thir- 

teen to seventeen miners are thought to 

have lost their lives the result of a 

cave-in at the bottom of the old shaft at 

the Negaunee mine to-day. Hundreds of 
men are at the mine eager to help in the 
work of rescue, but it is thought the 
bodies cannot be found within twenty-four

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GOV. ODELL’S TAX BILL 
AND BIG CORPORATIONS 


To Reach Foreign Associations 
Through Albany Legislation. 


Retaliatory and Designed to Affect Lo- 
cal Business Incorporated in 
Other States. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Jan. 7.—Another of Gov. 
Odell’s tax bills was introduced to-day in 
the Senate by Senator Hobart Krum and 
in the Assembly by Assemblyman Morgan. 
The bill is intended to supplement the bill 
which became a law last year on the Gov- 
ernor’s recommendation, and which aime 
to increase the organization of corpora- 
tions in New York State. The bill in- 
troduced to-day is retaliatory in character, 
and is designed to reach corporations like 
the Steel Trust, which, while doing busi- 
ness in New York City, is incorporated in 
New Jersey, because it can thereby save 
money, thus depriving New York State of 
revenues to which the administration be- 
lieves the State is justly entiled. 

Up to a capitalization of $3,000,000 it is 
stated that the New York law offers more 
to new corpora- 
tions than the laws of other States. Be- 
yond that amount, on other than manu- 
facturing corporations, the comparison is 
not in New York's favor. The Governor 
opposed further concessions, because, he 
said, by incorporation in New York ad- 
vantages are offered that are more than 
commensurate with the increased ex- 
pense. 

* But it is unfortunately true,”’ the Gov- 
said in his message, “that foreign 
associations, while nominally located else- 
where, are virtually transacting all of their 
business within our borders. This is un- 
fair, because the wealth of our people 
their shares is taken 
out of our taxable values.”

It is also a provision for an additional fran- 
chise tax on foreign corporations stating that 
every foreign corporation, excepting banking 
corporations, fire, marine, casualty, and life 
insurance companies, co-operative fraternal in- 
surance companies, and building and loan as- 
sociations, authorized to do business under the 
general corporaticn law, shb\¥ll in addition to the 
tax provided by section 182 pay an annual tax of 
1-10 of 1 per cent. upon each dollar of its capi- 
tal stock, up to and tncluding $10,000,000, and 
the sum of $100 per annum per $1,000,000, or 
any part thereof on all amounts of capital stock 
in excess of $10,000,000 for the privilege of ex- 
ercising its corporate privileges or carrying on 
its business in this State. 

It is further provided that every foreign cor- 
poration liable to pay this tax shall make a 
written report to the ,Controller on or. before 
Nov. 15 of each year, stating the amount of its 
authorized capital on Oct. 31, preceding. It is 
also required that all foreign corporations now 
engaged in business make a written report with- 
in six months after the passage of the act of its 
authorized and capital stock and such other In- 
formation as may be required. 

Chairman Morgan of the House Com- 
mittee on Taxation and Retrenchment said 
to-day that the object of the bill is not 
primarily to raise revenue, but to force cor- 
porations doing business in the State to 
incorporate under the State’s laws. Indi- 
rectly, the bill is expected to prove a big 
revenue producer, as by foreing corpora- 
tions desiring to do business in the State 
to incorporate here, it will bring 
under the corporation license tax 
passed last year.

AMERICAN SAILORS AND 
RUSSIAN SOLDIERS FIGHT. 


Three Collisions at Niu-Chwang, Where 
the Gunboat Vicksburg Is Lying 
for the Winter. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—A serious clash 
has occurred between American sailors of 
the United States gunboat Vicksburg and 
the Russian soldiery at Niu-Chwang, China. 
There have been three fights, and as a rée- 
sult one Russian soldier is reported 
wounded. 

The matter was made the subject of com- 
plaint by the Russian Minister at Peking to 
United States Minister Conger, and Mr. 
Conger has informed the State Department. 
Secretary of the Navy Long has cabled to 
Commander E. B. Barry of the Vicksburg 
orders to use every effort to prevent fur- 
ther collisions. 

The Vicksburg is a gunboat of 1,000 tons 
displacement. Commander Barry is gener- 
ally regarded as an officer of . excellent 
judgment and discretion. He was in com- 
mand of the Vicksburg when she played 
such a prominent part in the capture of 
Aguinaldo, and received warm commenda- 
tion from Gen. MacArthur for his conduct 
on that occasion. The Vicksburg is lying 
in what is known as a mud dock. A hole 
was scooped out of the mud that lines the 
banks of the Liaouw River where the cur- 
rent runs siack, and the vessel was slid in 
and made fast. A temporary wooden cov- 
ering was then placed over her decks, the 
purpose being to protect her during the se- 
vere Winter and when the ice breaks in the 
Spring. 

The old Monocacy was similarly mud- 
bound last Winter in one of the Chinese 
rivers.

STANDARD OIL IN TEXAS. 


Will Enter That State as the Texas 
Fuel Company.

LIMA, Ohio, Jan. 7.—The Standard Oil 
Company is about to enter the Texas oil 
fields under the name of the Texas Fuel 
Oil Company.

A six-inch pipe line is now being laid from 
the big gushers on Sprindle Top, Beaumont, 
to Port Arthur, where 5,000-barrel tanks 
are being erected for storage preparatory 
to the erection. of a big refinery. During 
the oil excitement at Beaumont the Stand- 
ard people purchased 26,000 acres of land at 
Port Arthur, and the refinery and storage 
tanks will be located there. 


Railroad Officinis Expect Enormous 
Emigration to the Northwest.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 7.—Two hun- 
dred thousand homeseekers will invade 
Northwestern States in 1902. This estimate 
is regarded as conservative by railway men, 
who are preparing to handle the crowds. 
They estimate that 150,000 came into the 
Northwest: last year. There is every indi- 


eation that the movement this year will be 
from 380 to 35 per cent. greater. 

The immigration this year will come 
from the same territory that the North- 
western raiiroads and land men have been 
cultivating since 1890, and from which the 
first important results came in about 1894. 
This includes Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, 
Southern Michigan, Lllinois, Iowa, Kansas, 
and Nebraska. 

The Northwest is meeting with keener 
competition than ever from the Southwest 
this year in its immigration campaign, Mis- 
souril, Oklahoma, and Texas are making 
a strong bid for immigration in Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and Iowa.

BOSTON, Mass., Jan. 7.—Forgery, 
jury, subornation of perjury, and conspir- 
acy are the charges which, in the opinion 
of Judge McIntire, ought to be laid at the 
door of two parties most interested in the 
three alleged wills of the late Samuel 
Welch. The matter came up in the Middle- 
sex Probate Court this morning for what 
will probably be the last time. Two weeks 
ago the third purported will, which was 
alleged to have been found in an old book, 
came up on a petition from Mrs. Munsey, 
the chief beneficiary, for probate. 

W. W. Hart appeared for Mrs. Munsey 
and asked permission to withdraw the peti- 
tion, stating that the petitioners were satis- 
fied that the document was not genuine. 
This action Judge McIntire refused to take, 
stating that he proposed to find out who 
were the guilty parties. A ecapias and 
summons were issued, respectively, for Mrs. 
Chandler and Mrs. Munsey to appear two 
days afterward, but both defaulted. 

On the latter date, however, evidence was 
given tending to show that the alleged will 
was said to be the work of Mrs. Munsey, 
and that Mrs. Chandler was also concerned. 
Judge McIntire gave these two persons un- 
til to-day to appear and explain matters be- 
fore he should take any action, but when 
the case came up this morning they were 
not there. 

Upon ascertaining this Judge McIntire 
read a statement of his views on the case, 
reviewing it from the earliest beginning 
and concluding with the charges given 
above.

Judge Tuley in Chicago Restrainus 
Company from Extra Charges.

CHICAGO, IL, Jan. 7.—Judge Tuley 
granted a preliminary injunction this morn- 
ing restraining the Chicago Telephone 
Company from charging more than the 
franchise rate of $125 a year for its busi- 
The Chicago Telephone Com- 
pany, according to the opinion of Judge 
Tuley, is a publie service corporation, 
amenable to the ordinances. passed by the 
city to regulate its streets, and had no 


right to charge a greater price than that 
fixed by the ordinance. In referring to the 
ordinance of 1899, Judge Tuley says in his 
opinion: 

** Not being a private contract, or a con- 
tract separate and apart from the exercise 
of the governing power of the city, the 
doctrine of practical construction and ac- 
quiescence contended for by the defendant 
ean have no application, because as a pub- 
lic service corporation it was bound to give 
telephonic service at the rate fixed by the 
ordinance. 

‘““When a subscriber cannot obtain satis- 
factory service except by entering into a 
contract by which he agrees to pay a great- 
er rate than that fixed by the ordinance, 
the rate agreed to be paid, so far as it,is in 
excess of the rate prescribed by the,ordi- 
nance, must be held to be an illegal pxac- 
tion, and not only illegal, but torced—a 
forced agreement by the company exacted 
of the subscriber, and not a voluntary con- 
tract, which would estop him from dis- 
puting the same. 

“In the engutge of the Supreme Court, 
‘where a public service corporation exacts 
greater charges than are authorized by 
law, the payment of such charges is not 
regarded as voluntary, nor is the making 
of any protest or objection necessary in 
order to reeover back the’ excessive 


charges.’ "

Montague Lessler, the Republican candi- 
date, started out in an automobile at 5:30 
o'clock in the morning to visit the various 
polling places in Manhattan. The auto- 
mobile broke down ten minutes after the 
start and Mr. Lessler waiked through the 
streets of the lower west side during the re- 
mainder of the day. At 6:10 o’clock in the 
morning he met Alderman Thomas F. Foley 
in the Second Election District of the Sec< 
ond Assembly District. 

‘* Lessler,’’ said Mr. Foley, ‘‘ we are out 
making a bluff for Belmont, but we are 
not doing you much harm. We are not try- 
ing to get out the vote,” 

Fritz Lindinger learned that his friends 
were voting for him in several districts 
near the Battery and visited a number of 
polling places, urging them to support Mr. 
Belmont. 

In the Second Election District of the Sec- 
ohd Assembly District a voting machine 
was used. It was said last night that it 
expedited the casting of the vote and 
worked without a hitch. Four seconds aft- 
er the polls closed the result was an- 
nounced. 

The result was also received .by telephone 
at 5:01 o’clock at Mr. Belmont’s headquar- 
ters. The figures appeared favorable, and 
the spirits of Mr. Belmont and his man- 
agers rose again to the confident point. 
More returns from Manhattan districts giv- 
ing Mr. Belmont good-sized pluralities, were 
soon received, and at 6 o'clock Mr. Belmont 
sent out word to the reporters that he had 
been elected by a comfortable plurality. 
Soon after the Staten Island returns began 
to come in, however, gloom settled over 
the Astor House headquarters. At 8 o'clock 
Mr. Lessler’s election appeared certain, and 
the crowd which had thronged the head- 
quarters began to melt away. 

At a few minutes after 8 o'clock Mr, 
Relmont, accompanied by his lieutenant,

Murphy 
made a full confession to Superintendent 
McCullagh, stating that Pye, had paid him 
$1.50 to vote on Meehan’s name Both 
Welling and Pye were taken to the Mc- 
Cullagh headquarters before 11 o'clock. 
Welling was searched, despite his vigorous 
protests, and $151 in new, uncreased one 
and two dollar bills were found on him. A 
mumber of blank watcher’s certificates 
bearing the signature ‘“ Perry Belmont” 
were also found on him. On Pye $22 in 
small bills and a number of watcher's cer- 
tificates similarly signed were also found. 

Both men were arraigned before Magis- 
trate Olmsted in the Jefferson Market 
Court. Examination -.was set down for 
Thursday morning, and each man was held 
in $2,000 bail. which was promptly fur- 
nished by William Rudden. 

At 1 o'clock in the afternoon Superin- 
tendent McCullagh sent about twenty dep- 
uties to Staten Island after announcing that 
he had learned that a big gang of repeaters 
would be sent from the First and Second 
Assembly Districts to vote at various poll- 
ing places throughout Richmond County.

The upper branch of the Legislature is 
called the Council, and is to consist of five 
native Filipinos, appointed by the Presi- 
dent. The lower house is called the House 
of Delegates and consists of thirty mem- 
bers elected every two years by vote of the 
people of the islands. 

The qualifications of voters are that they 
shall be over twenty-one years old, shall be 
able to read and write Spanish or English, 
shall possess taxable property, and shall 
have resided for one year in the islands. 

The bill makes complete provision for ex- 
ecutive, legislative, and judicial branches of 
The ex- 
ecutive branch of Government is to be con- 


| ducted by a Governor, assisted by a Cabinet 
| or body of executive officers, consisting of 


a Secretary of Administration, Attorney 
General, Treasurer, Auditor, Commissioner 
of Interior, and Commissioner of Education. 

The Governor is to be appointed by the 
President for a term of tour years, and 
is made the headquarters of the 
administration. The members of 
the Governor's Cabinet also are to be ap- 
pointed by the President for terms of four 
years. 

No person holding a miltary or civil posi- 


} tion under the United States is eligible for 


membership in the Legislature. 

As to the powers of the Philippine Legis- 
lature, Section 25 provides that the legis- 
lative power ‘shall extend to all rightful 
subjects of legislation not inconsistent with 
this act or with’ the laws of the United 
States locally applicable.” 

The two Commissioners who are to be 
sent to Washington are to be selected at the 
first session of the Legislature by joint 


| vote of the two houses. 


Discussing Philippine Tariff. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Senator Mitchell 
to-day introduced several amendments to 
the proposed Philippine tariff bill. The 
amendments suggest as a substitute for 


Section 1 of the bill the provisions of the 
tariff bill enacted by the Philippine Com- 
mission. It is also provided that Philippine 
exports or imports from or to the United 
States shall pay only 50 per cent. of the 
rate charged on articles coming from or 
exported to foreign countries.

Incorporation of Two Securities Com- 
panies Thought to Foreshadow Con- 
solidation of Railways. 


The incorporation in Trenton of two new 
financial corporations, one entitled the 
Southwestern Securities Company and the 
other the Mexican Securities Company, 


caused considerable speculation in Wall 
Street and railroad circles yesterday as to 
the purpose of these organizations. 

The theory is that the Southwestern Se- 
curities Company is backed by the Gould 
interests, and is intended to be used for a 
consolidation of their roads in Southwest- 
ern tepritory. This belief, which cannot be 
substantiated by any statement from rep- 
resentatives of the Gould interests, is based 
mainly on the occurrence of the word “ de- 
bentures " in the articles of incorporation, 
this being a term prominently employed in 
naming certain securities of certain of the 
roads in this group, especially of the Wa- 
bash Railroad. 

The Mexican Securities Company may be 
intended to consolidate the various Mexi- 
can roads which have recently been ac- 
quired by the same interests, but no infor- 
mation was obtainable on this point. 


To Abolish New Brunswick Crossings. 
NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Jan. 7.—The 
Pennsylvania Railroad last night submitted 
two sets of plans by which it proposes to 
abolish all the grade crossings in this city. 
The plans also call for a new station. Sev- 
eral streets will have to be vacated and 
others lowered. The cost to the city will 
be about $125,000. The City Council will 
discuss the plans at its next meeting. 


Elevated Road's Electric Cars. 

The first official trip with the new elec- 
tric motive power will be made on the Sec- 
ond Avenue division of the Manhattan Ele- 
vated to-morrow.

All Factions Agree to a Court of 
Appeals Settlement. 


Definite Course of Action to be Decided 
Upon To-day—Disputants Still 
Hold Separate Courts. 


Something like order was brought out of 
chaos yesterday in the Magisterial situa- 
tion In Brooklyn. The legal phase of the 
matter remained unsettled, but definite 
steps looking toward a final determination 
of the questions at issue were taken late 
in the afternoon, when lawyers represent- 
ing both sides got together and discussed 
ways and means of ending the trouble. 

It was agreed that action should be 
taken to settle the question as to the con- 
stitutionality of the law under which the 
new Magistrates were elected in November 
last. Judgment as to this satisfactory to 
all concerned could be obtained only from 
the Court of Appeals. To attain this end 
appeal must first be taken to the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court from the de- 
cision of Justice Marean in the action 
brought by the old Magistrates to have 
the new Magistrates restrained from tak- 
ing office. Justice Marean refused to make 
permanent a temporary injunction he had 
granted to the old Magistrates. The action 
was brought on the ground that the law | 
under which the new Magistrates were 
elected was unconstitutional. Justice Ma- 
rean expressed the opinion obiter dicta that 
the law was not constitutional. 

It is believed probable that the disputants 
will agree as to a statement of facts for 


presentation to the Appellate Division. If 
this is done the matter will be put on for 
a hearing as soon as possible and a de- 
cision rendered so that the Court of Ap- 
peals may finally pass upon the case with- 
out loss of time. If no agreed statement of 
facts is presented to the Appellate Division, 
counsel for the old Magistrates, who are 
represented in the matter by Magistrates 
Furlong and Dooley, will hand up papers 
on appeal from Justice Marean’s decision. 
It is probable that a course of action will 
be finally decided upon to-day. 

The situation yesterday in the several 
police courts involved was comparatively 
mild and peaceful. Acting upon the orders 
issued on Monday by Commissioner Part- 
ridge, who was guided by an opinion ren- 
dered by Corporation Counsel Rives, the 
police yesterday took their prisoners be- 
fore the new Magistrates. In the Lee Ave- 
nue jurisdiction the police recognized both 
the old and the new Magistrates, Higgin- 
botham and Kramer. respectively. Be- 
cause of a decision by Justice Marean on 
Saturday in habeas corpus proceedings 
the Corporation Counsel had directed that 
Higginbotham be recognized as a Mag- 
istrate, pending a_ settlement of the 
trouble. Higginbotham held court in the 
Lee Avenue Court and Kramer in the Lee 
Avenue Police Station, next door. War- 
rant cases were taken before Higgin- 
botham and summary arrests’ before 
Kramer. 

Elected Magistrate Watson presided in the 
Gates Avenue Court, and all the prisoners 
in that district were taken before him by 
the police. Appointed Magistrate Furlong 
established a court of his own in a room 
in the rear of a saloon on the ground floor 
of the Gates Avenue Court Building. No 
prisoners were arraigned before him by the 
police, however. 

Elected Magistrate Durack presided in the 
Adams Street Court and Elected Magistrate 
Devoy in the Myrtle Avenue Court. Their 
opponents, Magistrates Dooley and Nau- 
mer, made no attempt to open rival courts 
in the respective districts.

QUEER STORY OF A COINER. 
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Rosengarten, It Is Affirmed, Was About 
to Receive $10,000 for Supposed 
Unjust Imprisonment. 


An interesting story came out before 
Judge Thomas, in the United States District 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday, when ten al- 
leged counterfeiters, arrested as a result 
of a recent raid in Astoria, were arraigned. 
Moses Rosengarten, one of the accused, 
pleaded: guilty to a charge of counterfeit- 


ing and turned State's evidence. He testi- 
flied that he had induced the others to en- 
ter into the counterfeiting scheme with 
him. Rosengarten gave a description of 
the methods of coining the money turned 
out in the form of United States twenty- 
five cent pieces and a silver Russian coin 
of the value of about 25 cents. 

John M. Ward, counsel for the other 
prisoners, declared that Rosengarten had 
been liberated only a year ago from the 
Eastern Penitentiary, Pennsylvania, where 
he had been sent for counterfeiting in that 
State. Soon after his release, Mr. Ward 
said, Rosengarten visited the Russian Con- 
sul in this city and represented to that 
official that he had been unjustly con- 
victed. He managed to get the Consul to 
send a claim for damages for false im- 
prisonment to Washington. It is alleged 
that the Russian Consul and the authori- 
ties at Washington were so deceived by 
Rosengarten’s story that the State De- 
partment finally made an award of $10,000 
to the man. This award was just about to 
be paid over to Rosengarten when he was 
arrested by Secret Service men last month 
in connection with the present case. 

Secret Service Agent Flynn told 
the finding of tools and materials for 
counterfeiting in the Astoria house. He 
said that the silver used by the counter- 
feiters was purer than that used by the 
United States Government. 

The examination will be continued to-day 
before Judge Thomas.

COL. PARTRIDGE AS JUDGE. 


The Commissioner Presides in Brooklyn 
at His First Police Trials. 


For the first time sinee he became Police 

Commissioner of Greater New York Col 
John N. Partridge yesterday presided at the 
trials of delinquent policemen at Brooklyn 
Police Headquarters. As a trial judge he 
very favorably impressed the erring blue- 
coats who came before him. There was an 
entire absence of bullying or badgering, 
and the utmost fairness was observed in 
disposing of the cases. The new Commig- 
sioner made it plain that a clean record 
would always be to a man's advantage 
when he came before him. 
_There were but seven cases before the 
Commissioner, the charges all being of: a 
minor character. The highest penalty im- 
posed by the Commissioner was afineof five 
days’ pay in the case of a policeman who 
had entered a saloon for a glass of beer. 
The record of this man did not please the 
Commissioner. Col. Partridge had had the 
record of each man looked up before -he 
took his place on the bench, and had notes 
in this connection before him. 

One of the policemen was charged with 
failing to pay a debt, for which judgment 

ad been obtained. ‘‘ Regarding debt com- 
plaints,’ said the Commissioner, “I want 
to say that I have too much to do as Com- 
missioner to make a collection agency of 
this office. I advise you to meet your 
just debts promptly. I do not believe my 
imposing a fine will help you to pay this 
debt, and I will let you off with a repri- 
mand, warning you to keep out of debt. 
If you do not the City of New York will be 
obliged to dispense with your services, 
Make the best terms you can and pay.”* 


Commissioner Partridge’s Work. 

Police Commissioner Partridge disposed 
of a multitude of routine matters before he 
left his office at Police Headquarters last 
evening. He then said that his work would 
be rendered easier if those who wanted 
to write to him would send their commu- 
nications to his official address and not to 
his house. In regard to the charges against 
Capt. Cooney, made by the Anti-Policy So- 
ciety, the Commissioner said that he would 
not order new charges: himself because -he 
would be the trial judge.

I hope, however, that you 
will allow me to convey to your distin- 
guished guests my sincere appreciation of 
the great services which each of them has 
rendered, in many fields of effort, to the 
City of New York. Their services in the 
recent political campaign have been so 
notable as fully to justify the compliment 
to be paid to them, and I wish 1 could be 
present to say so in person. Their good 
citizenship has been illustrated in so many 
other directions as well that it would have 
been to me an especial pleasure ff I could 
have had personal part in kee 

Bishop Potter said in a letter of regret: 

It_is a matter of sincere, regret to 
that I cannot join yor in your tribute 
Messrs. Cutting @nd Gould. Such services 
as theirs, unselfish, unwearied, and most 
wise, deserve the highest tribute; and the 
value of their example to our younger men 
cannot be easily exaggerated.” 

Chairman Dodge opened the speaking. 
He described the “work of the two guests of 
the evening which had led to their being 
honored with the dinner. The strength of 
Tammany Hall, said he, was largely in its 
close -and continuous contact with the 
masses. Reform movements, on the other 
hand, said Mr. Dodge, had frequently been 
spasmodic, but now the time had come 
when they were to take a permanent form, 
so that the good work accomplished last 
November might be continued in the fut- 
ure. He then introduced Mr. Cutting as 
the first speaker of the evening. 


MR. CUTTING'S SPEECH. 


Mr. Cutting said, in part: 

“The Citizens’ Union has been 
to save the city from the partisan, 
has saved the partisan from the city. 
{Laughter.] Is it too much to hope that 
what it has accomplished for the Repub- 
lican Party it may accomplish also for the 
Democratic? Are there not indeed signifi- 
cant evidences abroad that encourage the 
expectation that the next Democ ratic Coun- 
tv and borough tickets will be purged of 
their Van Wycks and Ungers’ 

“In my judgment this feature of the 
Union's work is more important even than 
the direct benefit of rescuing the munici- 
yality from the spoilsman for its own sake. 
he public does not realize the extent to 
which the spoils system has affected the 
electorate, but the most limited experience 
in active politic s discloses the stifling influ- 
ence upon patriotism of a principle which 
transforms the service of the people into a 
money-getting occupation. 

‘Another phase of the 
philosophy, if I may so call it, is that 
founders of the organization declared 
must be popular and not exclusive. Te 
these principles the Union has endeavored 
to adhere In the past it was always the 
custom for a few men to select what they 
considered to be a representative commit- 
tee, into whose hands was committed the 
conduct of the campaign. In these com- 
mittees the wage earners or their chosen 
spokesmen have always been conspicuous 
bv their absence. Reform, therefore, in 
the past has savored more of oligarchy 

* than democracy, and has failed to embody 
the principle of popular sovereignty. 

“The wage earner of New York is not 
dangerous, but distrust may make him so. 
Tf he is suspicious, it is because he is sus- 
pected. The Citizens’ Union has not dis- 
trusted him, and he has responded to our 
confidence. It remains for us to demon- 
strate that his confidence will not be 
abused and that we want not his vote, but 
himself. But universal suffrage is no talis- 
man to transmute character, and the pro- 
fessional politician, the self-seeking demo- 
gogue, the irreconcilable visionary are not 
converted into useful citizens by enrollment 
in the Citizens’ Union. It is our deliberate 
intention to exclude such from the ranks, 
and the purging of our rolls has already 
commence da 

‘For years and years we have had little 
in our civie life to kindle public Spirit, and 
as a general principle it is practically non- 
existent. The sentiment of the citizen to- 
ward the municipality has been one of 
shame, deepening occasionally into indig- 
nation. Public indignation will play no part 
in the campaign of 1903, and nothing but 
local pride in administration will supply the 
winning element of public opinion. The 
Union aims to become the instrumentality 
for the effective expression of that opinion. 

“It is largely due to the fact that the 
Democratic Party in thjs city is essentially 
a local organization, that it completely out- 
strips its great rival in home politics. To 
compete then with the dominant political 
arty on its own ground there must be a 
al organization with a local policy. It 
4s the Citizens’ Union against Tammany 
Hall. That this proposition in no sense ex- 
cludes National parties from co-operating 
fin local politics is evident from the ex- 

ence of the last campaign. and the 
atriotic service rendered by the Repub- 
ican Party determined the issue of the 
struggle. It is. however, the very superior- 
ity of its fidelity to National aims that 
handicaps that party in contesting with a 
local society that Knows no real aim or 
pace other than the plunder of the munici- 

lity 
Pee Tt It is, then, the purpose of the Citizens’ 
Union to persistently advocate a policy Cat 
will bring government home to the peo 
and make them realize it is theirs, a ae 
at will kindle enthusiasm as it reveals 
ssibility inherent in the employment 
of the city’s own resources in the service 
% its people. A policy that demands the 
infusion in the anaemic blood of our ear- 
lier reform administrations of a few drops 
of what the reactionary insists upon stig- 
matizing as radicalism.” 


DR. GOULD ON ORGANIZATION. 


Chairman Dodge next introduced Dr. 
Gould, who said in part: 
. “I am a believer in organization. It 
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involved in organigation no-one can deny. 
Leadership may degenerate into tyranny. 
Moreover, what tas been called the co- 
hesive power of public plunder" is believed 
to thrive because of organization. 

“It may be that in a democracy we can 


never fully eliminate the question of some 
sort of reward. Municipal parties are only 
beginning. and we cannot say _ finally 
whether they are going to constitute an ex- 
ception. At any rate, the real test of dis- 
interestedness comes when an_ organiza- 
tion is in power. 'f ii can be held together, 
or, better still, if it can be built anew dur- 
ing such a period, ihere is ground for hope- 
Yulness that permanency muy be estab- 
lished. 

‘The Citizens’ Union has passed through 
refining fire. Founded largely on the same 
causes as previous reform movements, It 
lost in 1897 after a valiant fight, remained 
inactive for a period, made its mistakes, as 
all erganizations will, but gradually com- 
menced the up-building of Assembly dis- 
trict organizations, and constituted its cen- 
tral authority partly from these and partly 
fram prominent individuals whose persol- 
ality and record invited confidence. 

* We are singing paeansof victory to-night 
because of the harmonious and loyal co- 
operation which existed between the vari- 
ous anti-Tammany elements in our citizen- 
ship, and because the conduct of the city’s 
affairs under Tammany had become abso- 
jlutely intolerable from both the moral and 
the economic point of view. 

My official relations during the cam- 
paign brought me in close contact with the 
leaders of the Republicans, of the Greater 
New York Democracy, of the German- 
Americans, the Austro-Hungarians, of the 
Hebrews and Iialfans, and [ want to bear 
public testimony to the absolutely unswerv- 
ing loyalty and integrity which every one 
of them displayed. 

“This fusion was more than a fusion of 
forces, It was a fusion of purposes, and 
it is a matter of congratulation and pride 
that every element, avoiding side issues, 
went straight toward the supreme issue of 
abolishing private government. 

“The next question is how to win again 
and again. First of all we must maintain 
and strengthen the Citizens’ Union and 
build it up into a strong municipal party 
holding the balance of power. As it has 
and will have nothing to do with State and 
National affairs, it ought nor to conflict 
with either of the leading politcal parties. 

“Our city, while rightly pledged to re- 
trenchment, reduction of taxes, and keep- 
ing well within the debt limit, must stand 
tor more. | am a conservative in tempera- 
ment, and I am talking to a conservative 
audience, or 1 might not perhaps speak so 
frankly on this point. But I do so because 
those who would suggest and encourage a 
policy of civie improvements of another 
should be you, gentlemen, rather than 
radical fellow-citizens." 


REV. MR. PADDOCK’S WORDS. 


Rey. Robert L. Paddock, lately vicar 
Pro-Cathedral on Stanton Street, 
next speaker. Mr. Paddock said 
highly desirable that any re- 
should clearly understand 
of the working- 


‘I have been closely allied with 
wage earner,’ said Mr. Paddock, “ that 
sometimes find it hard to convince myself 
that I was not brought up in a tenement 
or on the street. The wage earner is now 
coming to know that the possession of 
ealth does not of necessity create a gulf 
between the classes of society, but only 
when the wealth possesses the man. 

The honest wage-earner must not be ex- 
pected to vote with the selfish rich man, as 
their interests are manifestly opposed. 
And the boasted claim of any party_that 
it had the support of any despised Dives 
would be enough to lose it the votes of 
many a poor Lazarus. : 

“The way to retain the wage earners Is 
to follow the example of those two illus- 
trious and honored guests of this evening. 
Many of the wage earners of New York 
in the past voted with a certain society 
or party only because they were led to be- 
lieve that it did represent the friend of 
the working man, and they were ashamed, 
however, when they did it. 

‘lf the law says that I 
pushcart in one position for 
minutes and an officer of 
me, for a consideration, to break the law; 
if the law says I must close my saloon at 
certain hours and my neighbors are .al- 
lewed, for a consideration, to break these 
laws. then I come to believe that the law 
is my oppressor, and I study wrys to 
evede the laws, and the almost inevitable 
consequence is that we come to believe 
that we would be better off without law, 
without any government at all, and this 
feeling is largely responsible for the grow- 
ing anarchy.’ {Applause.] 

Mr. Paddock suggested as a remedy for 
existing municipal evils that loeal elections 
for district affairs be held in large cities 
like New York so that the residents of each 
district might be brought to’ take a pride 
in the government of their district 

Robert W. De Forest, the new Tenement 
-House Commissioner, said that he was glad 
to appear as the substitute for the apostle 
of tenement house reform, Jacob A. Riis. 
He told how the Buffalo Tenement Hous 
Commissioners, after three days’ investiga- 
tion on the east side of this city, expressed 
the belief that New York should be “ abol- 
ished.”’ 

“It is not so bad 
‘Only part of it should go 
a position to have the new tenement house 
law, secured through the aid of the Legis- 
lature and a good Governor. put in practice 
by its friends. We are going to have or- 
ganized opposition to this law from men 
such as speculative builders and owners of 
lots who have moneyed interests that would 
be furthered by hampering and fighting the 
law, and who have money with which to 
hire lawyers to represent them. 

“To maintain the law we must rely upon 
public sentiment reflected in the press.”’ 
{Applause. ] 

MR. FOULKE ON PATRONAGE. 

United States Civil Service Commissioner 
W. D. Foulke, after saying that to have 
good city government there must be 
law which cannot be enforced, and 
while blackmail is the black spot on New 
York, it not always a man's good and 
legal rights for which he is willing to pay 
blackmail, caused dissent among his hear- 
ers and a protest from Mr. Cutting by say- 
ing: 

‘If the 
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share of 
patronage of the city is not 
Citizens’ Union, the fatflure 
disrupt that organization.” 

No, no, *" said Mr. Cutting. 

‘ Well,’ Mr. Foulke declared, “if that. is 
so, then you have reached a better 
than I have ever heard of. I will 
say this, that every party would be strong- 
er if there were no such thing as an office 
with which to reward party service. Pat- 
ronage has always been a:‘source of great 
weakness, and to it may be traced many of 
the evils from which the cities of our land 
are suffering.”’ 

Dr. Albert Shaw, editor of The Review of 
Reviews, spoke briefly upon the anarchy of 
city misgovernment and the too frequent 
lack of cohesion in the forces of good citi- 


zens. 

Arthur Von Briesen, President of the 
Legal Aid Society. concluded the speech- 
making with a talk on the Sunday opening 
question. He said in part: 

“The victory, while a cause for rejoicing, 
brings us face to face with new and im- 
portant duties. The proper and fair solu- 
tion of the Sunday question is one of them. 
During the campaign of 1901 the people 
were promised that this question would 
receive careful attention, should we suc- 
ceed at the polls. 

‘To many individuals the Sunday ques- 
tion has but little personal significance. 
They eat what-they like on Sunday and on 
any other day; they drink what they want 
on Sunday as well as on week days. 

‘But to the thousands and hundreds of 
thousands who are cooped up in tenements 
and similar abodes, and who are required 
to devote their entire time during week

days to the obtainment of their daily bread, : 


the question of what they may do on Sun- 
day. how they may best utilize it, is in- 
deed extremely important. , 

‘IT believe that, -because of the disre- 
gard of the needs of the working classes 
in this respect, elections in our city have 
frequently resulted .in disagrees able sur- 
prises. Sunday, the day which derives its 
name from the life-and-light-giving orb, is 
as yet without sunshine to most of the 
inhabitants of New York, without cheer to 
those who most need it. 

‘lf it were once understood that it is 
perfectly proper and respectable for every- 
body, even on a Sunday, to take his meals 
and his refreshments in a public inn, to- 
gether with his wife and his children, the 
relief from eternal work, to which women 
are as fully entitled as men, would soon be 
attained. 

“The inn or tavern that supplies food and 
needful beverages is a necessity, the sa- 
loon is not. The saloon is not * the poor 
man’s club.’ it is his enemy. If we could 
eliminate the saloon and substitute in its 
place the tavern, do away with the bar, 
and substitute the tables and chairs and the 
comfort and respectability and decency of 
the tavern which supplies meals and drink 
at reasonable rates, (and which is not con- 
taminated by the legal requirements of a 
Raines law hotel.) it would indeed be easy 
to solve the Sunday question. On this, as 
on many other questions, we have ‘alto- 
gether too many laws. The people's eap0n- 
able desires and necessities should be 
sufficient law for all such purposes. 

The speaker then contended that the wise 
measure of reform would probably be found 
in the imposition of a much heavier tax 
than at present upon the saloon where only 
drinks are sold and a comparatively light 
tax upon restaurants and cafés where both 
food and drinks may be found. He ridi- 
culed the Raines law, which told the citizen 
that he must eat a sandwich, whether he 
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wanted to or not, in order to get a drink } 
one day in seven, 

* Finally,” he said, “let me remind you 
of the necessity of having all our people, 
all our eity toik, love our country. Give 
them the fairest and fullest opportunity 
of seeing it, of enjoying the COBntTy, its | 
sunshine, its beauty, its pure air. They 
will then understand our country. Let their 
Sunday be devoted to an upbuilding of 
soul and of body. For such en the 
saloon will be as repulsive as Tammany 
Hall, the creature of the saloon, has been 
to us.

ALBANY LEGISLATORS PIT 
RAINES AGAINST JEROME. 


Assemblyman Phipps Introduces Dras- 
tic Bill Increasing License as Pro- 
test Against Liberals. 

Special ic The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Jan. 7.—A counter 
action of the excise conference in 
York yesterday was made here to-day by 

Assemblyman Phipps of Orleans. 

Mr. Phipps introduced a bill, which 
creases the excise license in cities of over 
1,500,000 population from $800 to $1,100, 
The rate for cities of over 500,000 is fixed 
at $600, for cities of over 50,000 at $500, for 
cities of over 10,000 at $300, for cities of 
over 5,000 at $300, for towns of over 1,200 
at $200, and for towns of less than 1,200 at 
$100, 

The bill makes license certificates non- } 
transferable. No rebate is allowed in case 
the certificate is given up before the ex- 
piration of the year. The bill does away 
with side doors in cities of the first and 
second classes. Boxes or stalls in saloons 
are also prohibited. 

The bill is the most drastic — meas- 
ure ever introduced in the Legislature, 
From what could be learned it has no spe- 
cial backing, but is intended merely to 
emphasize the up-State protest against the 
proposed liberalizing of the excise law for 
the benefit of New York City.

Burglars Capture Treasure of St. 
Louis Stock Yards Bank. 


Work at Leisure, with Rough Rider 
Watchman and Two Others Gagged, 
Bound, and Well Guarded.

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 7.—Six masked men en- 
tered the National Stock Yards Bahk, north 
of East St. Louis; Ill, last night, and, after 
capturing and gagging the two night 


j watchmen and firemen at the plant and 
| blowing open the vaults with dynamite, ob- 


tained $5,000 in coin and currency, with 


} which they fled. They were at work on the 


vaults for nine hours without being inter- 
from early in the evening until 
eanmly in the morning. The police of St. 
Lopis have obtained no clue. The men are 
supposed to have escaped on harseback. 

Lee Philpot of Kentucky, one of the 
watchmen, a Rough Rider friend of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and a member of the well- 
was 
first to meet with the robbers. He 
was standing in the stock yards near the 
Exchange Building, in which the bank is 
located, when three men sprang out of a 
fence corner with revolvers in their hands. 
They said: 

‘We want you, 


Philpot,’’ and with that

to the composing room of The Daily Na- 
near by, and

lying there three other men came in. 
Philpot heard the leader of the robbers 
say: ‘ Let's kill him This the others ob- 
jected to, according to Philpot. One of the 
six men was sent out with injunctions to 
hold up the other guard, Albert Estep, 
bank watchman, was caught on 
the stairs of the Exchange Building. The 
robber went up to Estep and addressed him 
by name. Thinking it was a friend, Estep 
was taken unawares. A revolver was thrust 
into his face, and under the threat of death 


he was forced to go to the composing room, 
where he also was bound and gagged. 

Night iesmass L. W. Clark was taken 
unawares in the steam plant of the Ex 
change Building. He resisted and was bad- 
ly beaten before he was subdued. He was 
also taken to the composing room and left 
bound and gagged with his two companions. 

About midnight one of the robbers was 
left to guard the three captives, while the 
other five went to the bank, which 
eated on the first floor of the Exchange 
Building, near the centre. The robbers 
blew open the steel doors of the vault with 
nitroglycerine. The double steel doors were 
shattered, and the bank's books and papers 
destroyed. Entering the vault, the quad- 
ruple plate doors of the big steel safe were 
drilled, and a charge of the nitroglycerine 
blew them open 

The explosion destroyed more books and 
papers and scattered about $600 in gold and 
Silver upon the floor. This money was not 
picked up by the robbers. They took all 
the currency and other coin, amounting to 
about $5,000, as nearly as the bank's offi- 
cers can estimate. The five men left the 
bank and signaled to the e guarding the 
captive watchmen and firemen to join them, 

Five minutes after the robber guard left 
the composing room Estep worked loose 
and released Clark and Philpot. 

This was about 4 o'clock in the morning. 
Estep then ran to the telephone and called 
up Charles T. Jones, general manager of 
the stock yards, and President C. Gordon 
Knox of the Stock Yards Bank. They hur- 
ried to the stock yards. Mr. Knox said 
that if the robbers had made their haul the 
night before they would have found about 
$10,000 more than they got. 

In addition to the $5,000 the robbers se- 
cured $550 left with the bank by Assistant 
Postmaster Bushell of the stock yards. 
This is the bank whose officers recently 
swore out a warrant charging the assistant 

cashier with embezzling $12 000, 


MR. WOODBURY’S REQUEST. 


Wants the Public to Keep an Eye on the 
Streets and Tell Him If They 
Are Not Clean. 

Street Cleaning Commissioner Woodbury 
eaid yesterday that he was not willing to 
make any general statements as to the 
condition of the streets of the city or to 
criticise his predecessor in office. 

“I wish the people would watch out and 
look at the streets for themselves. If they 
are not satisfied I hope they will come 
and tell me,’’ said Commissioner Woodbury 
vesterday. ‘TIT am making no sweeping 
changes in the department. There have 
been a few dismissals for cause—such as 
drunkenness, failure to report, and so on. 
The enlisted men on duty in the Boroughs 
of Manhattan and the Bronx this morning 
number: Sweepers, 1,629; drivers, 912, and 


hostlers, 95, a total of 2,636. There are 77 
department carts, and #4 hired ones in thé 
Seventh District, on the upper west side. 
and 35 hired ones in the Bronx, a total 
of 868. The horses working number 770.” 

Commissioner Woodbury's peg scheme for 
marking a map so as to show plainly the 
parts of the city which need cleaning at 
once has worked effectively. There were 
only nine pegs on the map. yesterday, and 
during the day sweepers were busy on 
these sections.

The Directors declared the usual 
quarterly dividend of 1% per cent. on the 
preferred stock, and 1 per cent. on the com- 
mon.

PRESIDENT BUTLER OF COLUMBIA. 

In NICHOLAS MURRAY BUTLER Colum- 
bia University gets a President with 
whose character, ability, and tendencies 
the Trustees are entirely familiar.

Dr. BUTLER is a young man for the 
post that he assumes, but his age is 
abeut the same as that of Mr. Low 
when he was made President. He has 
had a good deal of experience in the pro- 
motion and organization of education, 
and he has made a good record at every 
stage of that experience. Probably there 
is no other man who understands more 
accurately and completely than he the 
needs and conditions which a university 
must mect in this country, for he knows 
the whole educational situation of the 
country with singularly detailed and dis- 
criminating knowledge.

Of what may be called his scholarship 
in the technical sense we are not compe- 
tent to speak. Those who ought to be 
competent speak well of it. Important as 
it is in any man in his position, it is not 
the sole or the chief qualification. The 
problem he will have to deal with re- 
quires rather sound judgment of schol- 
arship in others and the skill to enlist 
and employ it, and these it is reasonable 
to expect in Dr. BuTLER. He has already 
done a lot of hard and good work for 
very good things in this community. We 
are confident that the most gratifying 
feature of his new post is the opportu- 
nity it offers for still more effective ef- 
fort. On that we heartily congratulate 
him, and wish for him and for the noble 
university the utmost measure of suc-

THE CORN SHORTAGE AND CATTLE 
FEEDING. 


The difficulty which the statisticians 
are experiencing in accounting for the 
fact that the farmers of the corn belt 
are finding so little apparent inconven- ; 
ience from the shortage of their impor- 
tant crop would seem to indicate that 
they are not as much injured as it was | 
expected they would be. It has been ex- | 
plained that, owing to the lack of corn 
fo- feeding live stock, the farmers are 
rushing their cattle and hogs to market, 
and that by midsummer thesupply of food 
animals will be depleted and that of 1903 
will be far below the requirements, Tak- 
ing Chicago as the focal point of live- 
shipments, we find that the re- 
of hogs in 1901 were 9,015,000, of 
3,069,700, of sheep 4,102,500. This 

is not abnormal, and represents very lit- 

tle, if any, more marketing of live stock, 
as compared with previous years, than 
the increase of population and the ex- 
pansion of farming should account for. 

The returns of receipts at other cities 

which are important centres of the meat 
t industry do not indicate congestion; we 

hear nothing of cattle starving to death, 
and the probabilities are that a great 
deal of old corn, the surplus of previous 

years, is coming into use and that an im- 

portant part of the shortage will be made 

up in this way. There was a good deal 
more corn in the West than the crop 
statisticians took account of last August, 
and if we have a good crop in 1902 the 
cleaning out of the cribs will not be to 
the disadvantage of the growers. No 
deubt the farmer is. making shift with 
| his old corn—not quite marketable, per- 
haps, but a good deal better than noth-

In 
every respect sawdust is said to have 
important advantages over straw as a 
dietetic. We have plenty of sawdust 
scattered about the country, although 
melasse is less abundant than it would 
be if our friends of the beet-sugar inter- 
est had been more successful in building 
up their industry to important propor- 
ticns. However, there is more or less 
melasse produced, and its utilization as a 
cattle food will profitably dispose of a 
by-product of very little present value.

MUNICIPAL EMBELLISHMENT. 

It is a pity, and not a credit, that the 
charter should have made no provision 
whatever for municipal embellishment. 
We do not forget the Art Commission. 
But the functions of that body are purely 
negative. It has power to reject any 
werk of art, including public buildings, 
of which it deems the design unworthy. 
But that is a very different matter from 
a department having the power of ini- 
tiative in such matters. We all admit, 
theoretically, that the prosperity of a 
city is greatly promoted by its attract- 
iveness. But we take no steps whatever 
to secure that attractiveness. Nor has 
any step been taken, in manning the 
present administration, to cure this de- 
fcct of the charter, excepting only the 
appointment by Mr. Cantor of Mr. 
AIKEN to be Consulting Architect for this 
bcrough. With that exception there is 
not a member of the City Government 
whose opinion, on a question of munici- 
pa! embellishment, would carry any 
weight whatever, not even in the Park 
Board, which used to be regarded as the 
aesthetic department of the City Govern- 
ment. For any project of “ public i- 
provement” in the sense of public em- 
bellishment we must rely upon individual 
initiative and private public spirit. 

These considerations are suggested by 
the gratifying fact that the West End 
Association has just cast its considera- 
ble influence in favor of the interesting 
sckeme, which we have already com- 
mended, for the improvement of Colum- 
bus Circle, at the southwestern corner of 
Central Park. The present condition of 
that spot is a disgrace to the city. The 
requirements of the traffic that has so 
greatly increased there have been met by 
a series of makeshifts that have made it 
densely crowded, inconvenient, and un- 
safe, and have entirely deprived it of all 
the beauty and dignity to which, as a 
public reservation, it was entitled. It is 
eminently the business of the Municipal 
Government to take such a nuisance in 
hand and endeavor to abate it. But, in 


| so far at least as the nuisance is mere- 


ly an eyesore, there seems to be no au- 
thority in any branch of the Municipal 
Government for its abatement. The 
project for the abatement of it comes 
frcm the Municipal Art Society. In par- 
ticular it seems to have proceeded from 
Mr. C, R. Lams, the architect to whom 
the project of the Dewey arch was pri- 
marily owing, and whose public services 
in that behalf are freely and gratefully 
acknowledged by all the artists con- 
cerned. It is very creditable to him, and 
to the Municipal Art Society, that they 
have taken this matter up and devised a 
means for turning an eyesore into an at- 
traction. But it is not at all to the credit 
of the city, nor of the charter, that it 


| should be left to a private and volunteer 


association to initiate public improve- 
ments. If it is for such suggestions and 
prepositions that the Consulting Archi- 
tect of this borough is appointed he will 
find plenty of work cut out for him. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Dr. G. A. Soper of this city, writing 
in The Medical News, supplements the re- 
port of the Isthmian Canal Commission by 
an exhaustive comparison of health con- 
ditions along the Panama and the Nica- 
ragua routes, as they affect both the build- 
ing and the maintenance of an interoceanic 
eanal. His conclusions are these: Both 
routes pass through regions extremely try- 
ing to all except natives, but Panama, with 
the dry season which Nicaragua lacks, and 
with a total rainfall much smaller, is dis- 
tinctly less unfavorable to health. Soil, to- 
pography, and nature of the work to be 
done are in favor of Panama, where fewer 
men would be required, and those few con- 
centrated, so that their health could be 
more easily protected. The same diseases 
are to be expected along both routes, and 
the same precautions are to be taken in 
each case. After the canal’s completion, 
the maintenance of an approach to healthy 
conditions would be easier at Panama, ves- 
sels would there be exposed to infection for 
a shorter period, and the danger to crews 
would’ be correspondingly decreased. Pan- 
ama would be less likely to become a dis- 
ease focus leading to quarantines inter- 
ruptive to commerce. Nicaragua’s present

—-At first thought, the charge delivered 
on Monday by Judge WARREN W. FOSTER 
to the Grand Jury which begins work under 
the auspices of the reform administration 
seems both startling and distasteful to one’s 
sense of the fitness of things, but first 
thoughts are dangerous, and after taking 
into consideration various things in modern 
judicial history the charge at least ceases 
to be startling, and it even excites a sort of 
admiration. It will be remembered that 
the learned Judge, referring to Mayor 
Low’s recent remarks on bribery and Al- 
dermen, said to the Grand Jury: ‘I know 
not whether these charges are founded on 
truth, hysteria, or fiction.’"” This might 
be taken as implying that, in the speaker's 
opinion, our new Mayor is about as likely 
to make against city officials grave accu- 
sations which have no basis except false- 
hood or delusion as he is to make them 
from a knowledge of the facts. That im- 
plication of course, grossly offensive, 
but it is only fair to note the order in 
which Judge Foster presented his theories 
of the Mayor's conduct. Did he mention 
“‘fiction”’ first and ‘‘ truth” last? Not at 
all; he did just the contrary, and, not 
content with that large concession, he in- 
serted a mean between his extremes—the 
golden mean of “ hysteria’’—which was a 
very charming manifestation of that 
noblest of the virtues, charity. And, again, 
though Judge Foster did dwell long and 
emphatically upon the necessity of inflict- 
ing severe«punishment upon “ alarmists 
who bring our Government and our institu- 
tions and our public officials ’’—meaning 
thereby, apparently, the members of Tam- 
many Hall—‘‘into groundless suspicion and 
disorder,’’ this did not precede, but fol- 
lowed, an admonition that if the Grand 
Jury found the tales of bribery true it 
should indict the persons at whose guilt 
the evidence pointed. Nobody can fail to 
see from this analysis that Judge Foster's 
charge, while not in exact accord with all 
tastes, or particularly indicative of sympa- 
thy with the recent decision of the city’s 
voters, was by no means what it would 
have been if pronounced by a jurist unable 
to see both sides of a question. Therefore 
it was not without a certain merit.

— Although a dispatch from Albany says 
that Mr. BENNET has introduced a bill 
which will ‘‘absolutely prohibit shooting 
live pigeons for sport,’’ we take it for 
granted that no such mistake as that has 
been made, and that the word “ prohibit” 
should be “ prevent."” A lot of valuable 
time was wasted at the last session of the 
Legislature over a bill which made trap 
shooting with live birds for targets a sub- 
ject of special legislation. That is what it 
is under the existing law, and what it 
ought not to be. We have a general stat- 
ute dealing with cruelty to animals, and 
with public sentiment in its present state, 
pigeon butcheries under the guise of sport 
would come to an immediate and permanent 
end with the repeal of the absurd and out- 
rageous exemption which permits the gun 
and powder manufacturers to get up “ tour- 
naments ”’ and sell lar-ze quantities of their 
wares for use in a way so shsmeful that 
most of the people who take part in the 
contests do so under assumed names. The 
exemption removed, the shoots would in- 
stantly fall far within the accepted defini- 
tion of cruelty to animais, and within, too, 
the legal definition, as fixed by many de- 
cisions made in actions brougat long as» 
by HENRY BERGH. Pizgeon shooting is now 
a permitted misdemeanor, fully recegvized 
as such by all not gulity of it and by 
many who are, and, with the rerm'ssion 
withdrawn, this particular “sport”? would 
cease at once. 


—With Mayor HARRISON of Chicago 
preaching a more thorough and careful ap- 
plication of civil service reform methods in 
the selection of municipal officials, as the 
one means of making the public operation 
of street cars practicable, one is inclined 
to silence his doubts as to the wisdom of 
such operation. Its incidental and neces- 
sary dangers, whatever they may be, can 
well be risked if a desire to minimize them 
inspires men like Mayor HARRISON to be- 
come thorough-going civil service reform- 
ers. He and his like certainly cannot get 
municipal railroads until they have done a 
lot of reforming in other branches of muni- 
cipal government, and even if they only try 
to get them, provided the effort is made in 
this particular manner, a vast amount of 
general good is sure to result.

|‘FROCKS AND FRILLS’ AT DALY’S 


. London Comedy by Sydney Grundy Pro- 
vokes Laughter and Aids Digestion. 


The ideal toward which managers of the- 
' atres yearn with a passionate intensity 
| worthy of a better cause is a play that 
will compel an audience to laugh just 
enough to promote digestion and make 
them tell their friends next day that they 
were amused. It takes an old hand to con- 
coct a simple comedy of the kind, for it 
must have a certain varnish of originality 
and a certain snap in the dialogue which 
takes the place of repartee. Such a play- 
wright is Mr. Sydney Grundy and such a 
play is “ Frocks and Frills,” a comedy of 
gentee*gsife in modern London, spread into 
four a‘ + and dealing, as much as it deals 
with L }thing, in millinery and cousinly 
love. 

In one respect, at least, the little play is 
modern; there is a jumble of persons, there 
is a confusion of ranks, and the only thing 
that is really worth while is a gown, a 
“creation” of a modiste, who is a lady of 
old lineage masquerading under a French 
name. The poor Earl gives his name to a 
swindling real estate game played in Africa 


and the rich Duke, whose ancestors were 
in the Crusades, dresses like a@ parvenu. 
Lady Pomeroy, the social leader, and Mrs. 
Martinez, the rival aspirant for social hon- 
ors, backbite each other and nearly come 
to blows like fish wives; while the real 
models of deportment are the flunkeys and 
the well-shaped girls who walk about at 
‘**“Mme. Clothilde’s,” showing the dresses 
to fashionable clients. 

And yet we seem to have heard something 
like ‘‘ Frocks and Frills’ before. There is 
Cinderella, for example. The monstrous 
brutality of her grandaunt the Dowager 
Lady Athelstan and of her uncle Earl 
Athelstan to Olive Devereux does suggest 
Cinderella, only our Cinderella goes away 
and werks for her living rather than bear 
the coldness and grudging hospitality of 
the family, and finds her good fairy in 
stuttering Sir Richard Kettle, who buys a 
dressmaking establishment for her and 
lets her pay him back on easy terms, all 
for love of her dear Cousin Enid. Then 
there are MM. Scribe and Legouvé, to 
whom Mr. Grundy has acknowledged his in- 
debtedness, and then there are later and 
very recent plays in which a modiste’s 
parlors and the trying on of gowns form 
the backbone of the action. In fact, 
‘Frocks and Frills’ reminds one of tne 
advertisement of whisky which states that 
it tastes old because it is old. This play 
seems old because it is made up of more 
or less related parts, each of which belongs 
to the Early Stone Age of the drama. 

That does not make it less amusing, The 
comic part, that of the stutterer, is man- 
aged to perfection by Mr. Jameson Lee 
Finney, whose talent for facial action and 
suppressed force is very considerable. He 
may be said to carry the play, for with the 
exception of the social struggler, Mrs. Mar- 
tinez, there is no other funny part. This 
is carried through with much vigor, vul- 
garity, and point by Miss Alice Fischer. 
Mr. Finney has a number of points to make 
which are sure of being hits, as when he 
acknowledges: ‘“ Yes—l am a man—in a 
small way,’ or asks that hoary question 
how he, as a bashful stutterer, can say, “I 
love you,” to the girl of his heart. 

As Noél, Viscount Doughton, Mr. Robert 
IT.oraine spoke his small part in a clear-cut, 
manly fashion, one of these parts, by the 
way, which are so hard to make plausible, 
f«r it consists in steadily misconceiving the 
patent fact that Olive is in love with him. 
As his father, Earl Athelstan, an impecu- 
nious Welsh peer, Mr. Grant Stewart had 
an ungrateful part. The voluminous Dow- 
ager Lady Athelstan was well played by 
Miss Rose bytinge, and as Victorine, maid 
to Lady Pomeroy, Miss Margaret Illington, 
looked very pretty and piquant, acting with 
almost too much gesture and flurry, even 
for a French soubrette. 

The plot of ‘“‘ Frocks and Frills "’ does not 
count. What of it, if the Duke of Ilminster 
does meet Olive Devéreux on the train 
between Paris and Calais and fall madly in 
love with her, only to find her at last and 
lay his ducal coronet at her feet in the 
waiting room at Madame Clothilde’s? We 
know that the heroine will be true to Noél, 
Viscount Doughton, who has been a hero, 
too, though a thickwitted one, and gone off 
to Africa to be captured and let go by the 
Boers, when he ought to have been at home 
taking care of Olive. That surprising 
young lady, whose part is played in a 
plump-partridge-like and goo-goo-eyelike 
way by Miss Hilda Spong, not only shows 
the superiority of her sex by refusing the 
strawberry leaves and the Ilminster mill- 
ions for the sake of her first love, but pulls 
him out of a bad financial hole into which 
that “‘ guinea-pig "’ his father had dropped 
him. And in other, more roundabout ways 
do the frocks made by Miss Devereux at 
the sign of Madame Clothilde extract the 
family, whose heads drove her away, out 
of financial disaster until even the mer- 
cenary Dowager relents and falls upon the 
heroine’s. neck. 

The manager has a keen scent for the 
play that is popular, that keeps one gently 
amused, and never, never makes one think. 
Another version of this readaptation of for- 
mer adaptations is coming. This one has 
gained a clear lead of weeks on the other. 
We shall be able to look on that picture and 
on this. Will it be better or worse? Some- 
times the race is not to the swift. 


HEDWIG LANGE’S BENEFIT. 


The German Actress Makes a Hit in a 
Tragedy of Mediocre Merit En- 
titled “ The Colleague.” 


Hedwig Lange, the leading lady 
Irving Place Theatre, had her benefit last 
night. She had chosen for this occasion 
a new play in four acts by Hermann 
Katsch, entitled, ‘The Colleague.” The 
programme designated this piece as a 
drama. It was veally a tragedy Aa la 
Sudermann, with a little more comedy, a 
little more light and shade instead of a 
continuous glocm. 

The theme of the play is the old story of 
a woman betrayed. But there was a new 
setting for the old idea, a setting which on 
the whole was well conceived. The daugh- 
ter of a protessor at a German university 
has taken up the study of physiology and 
has secured a degree of Doctor of Philos- 
ophy. She is in love with the assistant 
professor under whose direction sne_ had 
completed the studies for the coveted de- 
gree. 
~ "This man is a scoundrel, and after seduc- 
ing her engages himself to the daughter of 
a man, powerful in the ministry for edu- 
cation, through whom he hopes to secure a 
fast promotion. When the girl whom he 
has deceived hears this she commits sui- 
cide by injecting into her veins a prepara- 
tion of air which leaves no trace, thus 
shielding both her name and his. 

The main defect in the construction of 
this play and its development was an alto- 
gether unnecessary length of most of the 
serious scenes, which made these tedious at 
times and detracted from the interest in 
the action. The comedy scenes were bright 
and vivacious, but this only served to make 
more pronounced the dullness of the rest. c 

The play might be compared to Goethe's 
‘*Faust,”’ without the genius of Goethe. 
The modern writer had not the courage of 
his convictions, and instead of making his 
characters say what they meant, he put 
into their mouths at critical points such 
dialogue as this: 

The Girl—Tell me, tel me! 

The Scoundrel—What, what! 

The Girl—You mean—ah, it can't! 

The Scoundrel—What, what! You must under- 
stand. 

This kind of vapory talk was made com- 
prehensible to the audience only -< the 
supreme efforts and the excellent acting of 
Hedwig Lange, who played the betrayed 
girl; of Alexander Rottmann, who was con- 
vincing and not theatrical as the villain, 
and of Otto Ottbert, who put much feeling 
into the part of the girl’s friend and true 
lover. Otto Reimann as an old physician 
contributed a fine character sketch. 

Grete Kupfer as a young gir} somewhat 
superficial and frivolous was very effective. 
Franz Kierschner acted with his usual 
unction. The rest of the cast was quite 
satisfactory. Especially well done was the 
*“ Kommers ” scene in the third act. 


MR. FRANKO’S CONCERTS.

The Bach “ sinfonia’’ was not new 
to experienced concert-goers, as it is really 
the first movement of the third Branden-’ 
burg concerto, strengthened by the addition 
of horns and oboes. It is a muscular and 
interesting piece of the old Cantor's poly- 


phonic writing, and it gave pleasure to 
yesterday’s audience. This was an excel~ 
lent test of its suitability to modern taste, 

The Dall’ Abaco concert was undoubted- 
ly a novelty. Though the composer was 
born in 1675 and died in 1742, his music 
has been almost unknown for the last cent- 
ury. In 1899 a society was formed for the 
publication of music written by men whose 
distinction was associated with activity In 
Bavaria, and as Dall’ Abaco was long in the 
service of the Erector Max Emanuel, s 
works share in the benefits of the new socl- 
ety’s enterprise. The term “sonata 
chiesa "’ or “concerto di chiesa” signifies 
sonata or concerto “of the church.” It is 
not at all likely that these compositions 
were designed for performance in churches, 
and we may be sure that what we ar 

leased to call “‘ sacred ’’ concerts were no 

nown in the early days of the eighteenth 
century. The truth seems to be that the 
nomenclature was intended to signify that 
dance forms were not employed: in these 
compositions as they were in sonatas da 
camera, which were embryonic suites. 

The name need not deeply concern us 
now. The main point is that the music 
bears performance 160 years after its com- 
poser’s death, and that an audience in a 
cosmopolitan city in the dawn of the twen- 
tieth century found it full of gentle and 
restful charm and very welcome as a relief 
to the strenuous compositions of its own 
day. The Leo air heard yesterday was from 
the second setting of Metastasio’s ‘‘ La 
Clemenza di Tito.” The first had been 
made by Caldara, and after Leo's 
there were sixteen others, including one 
by Mozart. The air was sung with judg- 
ment and in appropriate style by Mrs. 
Hamlen, whose large voice, however, is 
heard to better advantage in a more spa- 
cious auditorium. 

The Rameau suite was made of a gavotte, 
a rigaudon, a menuet, and a tambourin, 
taken from different operas, and brought 
into charming succession by Mr. Franko. 
Tne Haydn symphony may or may not 
have been genes in this country before 
yesterday. t probably was, but certaini 
it was new to the ears of most, if not all, 
of those present. It is a most engaging 
work, showing all the grace and facilit 
of Haydn’s fancy, and ornamented wit 
some of those pretty, naive instrumental 
effects with which the amiable master 
was wont to tickle the aural palates of his 
fashionable hearers. The minuet is es- 
pecially captivating, and its trio for a solo 
‘cello with accompaniment of strings piz- 
zicato seems to be a highly enterprising 
piece of orchestration for its period. 

The audience was large and apparently 
happy, and again Mr. Franko earns the 
thanks of his fellow-townsmen for pro- 
viding a comforting and reposeful after- 
noon of pure music, not bristling with prob- 
lems intellectual, metphysical, ethical, pa- 
thological, or mortuary. Those old musi- 
cians sought simply for beauty, and often- 
times they found it. ‘‘A thing of beauty 
is a joy forever,’ therefore their works 
are still alive with the beneficence of a 
sweet and uplifting art. 
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THE KNEISEL QUARTET CONCERT. 


Those who are in the habit of observing 
musical affairs needed only the sudden out- 
break of bad weather yesterday to inform 
them that the Kneisel Quartet was somie- 
where near. That sun a conclusion would 
have been justified was proved by the fact 
that the organization gave its second even- 
ing concert at Mendelssohn Hall last night. 
The programme was as follows: 

Quartet, C major, Opus 13, (first time) 
Ottokar Novacek 
Quartet, F major, Opus 135 Beethoven 
Quintet for plano and strings, Opus 44 
Schumann 

The first number on the list, the novelty 
of the concert, was written by a young 
and talented viola player who died here 
about two years ago. He was formerly the 
leading viola of the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra, and afterward of Mr. Damrosch’s 
organization. The quartet was written only 
a short time before the composer's death, 
and was dedicated to Mr. Kneisel. It 
proved to be an interesting and musicianly 
work, well worthy of a hearing. 

The first movement is fashioned in a 
modification of the regular first movement 
form. The first theme, announced by the 
viola, has a Bohemian contour. It speed- 
ily develops among the four instruments to 
a forte of rich harmony and brilliant color, 
after which the second theme is introduced 
by the first violin with a very ingratiating 
accompaniment. There is the usual repeat 
of the thematic material, and then follows 
a working out in which the composer shows 
a fine mastery of modern polyphony. The 
climax of the movement is reached in & 
suceession of intricate harmonies, after 
which the second theme, not used in the 
working out, is heard again and the move- 
ment, without the customary recapitula- 
tion, comes to an end with a short coda, 

The scherzo, which is the second move- 
ment, is also Bohemian in melodic nature. 
It is cleverly composed and its develop- 
ment is made interesting without evidences 
of straining after effect. There is no trio. 
The slow movement, which is the best of 
the four, seems to have been made with 
a programme m the composer's mind. The 
opening is serene and sweet in mood, and 
there is a middle episode of gypsy charac- 
ter, after which the first thought returns. 
It is as if the composer had first recalled 


| the vigil of St. John itn Prague, and for a 





moment had let his imagination wander 
away to the banks of the Moldau with a 
clumsy Czeschen boat dropping down the 
stream carryin a band of Bohemian 
gypsies. But whatever the thought, it is 
good music. The last movement is some- 
what rhapsodical in form, but warm and 
engaging in character. The quartet is far 


| from easy, and the weather conditions, be- 


ing unfavorable to strings, made the .in- 
tonation of the players not always perfect. 
But they performed the composition with 
their unfailing devotion, and it was wel- 
comed with cordiality by the audience, a 
cordiality which it well deserved. 

The Beethoven Quartet ts the one which 
Mr. Kneisel and his associates played at 
their last afternoon concert. It is Beetho- 
ven’s last quartet, and is so seldom per- 
formed that it must have been a novelty to 
most of its hearers. It was admirably 
played, and it aroused the audience to en- 
thusiasm, especially by its wonderful slow 
movement. n the Schumann quintet Mr. 
Edward Zeldenrust, the Dutch pianist, was 
heard for the first time in this city. He 
won warm applause by his spirited per- 
formance. In the first and second move- 
ments of the composition he kept himself 
thoroughly in the ensemble and demon- 
strated that he understood the fundamental 
demandes of chamber music performance. 

The applause of the audience, however, 
spurred him to added efforts in the other 
two movements, and he failed to preserve 
in them the balance of the first two. He 
enlarged his tone too much, and frequently 
preceded the other players in the attack. 
But he showed enthusiasm and dash in his 
share of the quintet, which. on the whole, 
went with warmth and influence. It is a 
work which cannot easily be spoiled, for it 
is so beautiful that even if a pianist does 
sometimes fall into a conquering mood, it 
still survives the shock, Last night’s audi- 
ence quite filled the hall, and its demon- 
strations of delight were numerous and

WASHINGTON, Jan, 7.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Wallace B. Douglas of Minnesota filed 
to-day in the United States Supreme Court 
the bill of complaint in the case of the 
State of Minnesota, complainant, against 
the Northern Securities Company, defend- 
ant. It is a long document, about 10,000 
words, covering 32 pages of printed matter. 

The bill first points out the direct in- 
terest the State has in the proposed con- 
S6lidadtion. It still owns more than 3,000,000 
acres of public land, valued at more than 
$15,000,000, and traversed in part by the 
Himes of the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific Railroads. If the merger is effected, 
these roads will cease to build spurs into 
these lands or compete for their busi- 
mess.

The most serious affairs were at Amers- 
foort, on Jan. 3 and 4, when Major W. H. P. 
Plomer and Col. J. Spens were in contact 
with Christian Botha's and Opperman’s 


commands. They drove the Boers from 
their positions after considerable fighting, 
in which the Somerset Light Infantry suf- 
fered severely. Major Vallentin and eight- 
een men were killed and five officers and 
twenty-eight men were wounded. The Boers 
left nine dead on the field. 

Col. Colenbrander surprised Field Cornet 
Louw’s laager at Watervale on Jan. 5 
killed five men and captured twenty-nine. 

Lord Kitchener mentions other minor sur- 
prises and captures, 

The week's total Boer losses are thirty- 
six killed, nine wounded, 261 captured, and 
seventy-two surrendered. 


BOER AND BRITISH LOSSES. 

LONDON, Jan. 8.—A published review of 
operations in South Africa during the past 
year, based upon official reports, gives an 
intresting comparison of Boer and British 
losses. 

The review says that the total reduction 
of the Boer forces in killed, wounded, cap- 
tured, and surrendered amounts to 18,320 
men. Only 7,993 rifles were secured. The 


captures of Boer ammunition amount to 
2,300,000 cartridges. British columns are 
supposed to have secured all the Boer ar- 
tilery, amounting to 27 guns, exclusive of 
the two captured by Gen. De Wet at 
Zeefontein. The captures of Boer stock 
have been enormous, considering the great 
hauls made in the earlier part of the war. 
Last year a total of 20,882 horses were cap- 
tured, while of other stock, such as cat- 
tle, oxen, and sheep, 366,821 head were 
captured. 

The British casualties from actual fight- 
ing amount to only half of those sustained 
by the Boers, namely 9,113 men. of whom 
1,513 were captured and afterward re- 
leased. Last year 4,000 men died of dis- 
ease, 15 officers and 342 men were killed 
accidentally, and 25,800 men were invalided 
home.

LONDON, Jan. 8.—The statement of the 
3oard of Trade for the month of December 
shows increases of £323,400 in imports and 
£701,800 in exports. 

The total imports for the year 1901 were 
£522,238,986, a decrease of £836,177. The 
total exports were £280,498,889, a decrease 
of £10,693,107. Coal and metals account for 
the largest part of the decrease in ex- 
ports 


May Buy Rhodesia Copper Properties. 

LONDON, Jan. 7.—Negotiations of a ten- 
tative character have been opened by an 
English firm for the purchase of the Brit- 
ish Chartered South Africa Company's cop- 
per properties in Rhodesia. It is under- 
stood that some Americans are interested 
in the proposed deal. It is said that the 
price asked for the properties is £3,000,000, 
but the negotiations are still in an indefi- 
nite stage.

M. d’Estournelles de Constant to Deliver 
Address on Washington's Birthday. 
PARIS, Jan. 7.—Baron d'Estournelles de 

Constant, the well-known French diplomat, 

Member of the Chamber of Deputies, and 

French delegate to The Hague Peace Con- 

ference, has accepted the invitation of the 

City of Chicago to deliver an address there 

on Feb. 22, Washington's Birthday. 

The Baron said to-day that he had 

striven for a long time past to draw the 

attention of Frenchmen to the miraculous 
progress of the United States. He added: 
“We have schools in Italy and Greece to 
learn the lessons of the past. We ought to 
establish similar schools in the United 

States to prepare us for the future. I de- 

Sire that Americans should know France,

*“ Austrian Dreyfus.” He is charged with 
divulging military secrets to the French 
Government, from which he is alleged to 
have received £2,000. 

Capt. Carina pleaded not guilty, and de- 
clared that he had never possessed or had 
access to the information which he is 
charged with selling.

LONDON, Jan. 7.—In the High Court of 
Justice to-day the application made on be- 
half of H. St. John Dix for a writ of habeas 
corpus was granted. The hearing was set 
for Jan. 14. 


Dix charged with larceny committed 
in the United States and with wrecking the 
Scandinavian-American Bank of Whatcom, 
Washington. His extradition was granted 
at the Bow Street Police Court on Dec. 
17, after which his counsel entered an ap- 
peal and applied for the habeas corpus 
writ.

Death of William C. Trimble.

NEWBURG, N. Y., Jan. 7.—William C. 
Trimble died at the home of his son, in 
Newburg, this morning, from heart dis- 
ease. He was seventy-five years of age. 
Mr. Trimble was the oldest horseman in 
this section of country, if not in the entire 
United States. His last appearance here 
was at the meeting of the Newburg Driv- 
ing Park Association last Summer, when 
he drove Rio Alto tn a four-heat race, win- 
ning one heat, and Arnola in three heats. 

Mr. Trimble’s first prominence as a horse 
trainer was when he brought out Mountain 
Boy, purchased by him from the father of 
Mrs. B. B. Odell. Jr. He later sold the 
horse to Commodore Vanderbilt for $12,- 
000. His last charge was Cobwebs, which 
had been bought by Joseph Turl of New 
York for $550. The horse had been twice 
trained and declared worthless. Trimbie 
took the trotter in hand, and was soon 
winning big stakes all over the country 
with him. Cobwebs, after making a record 
of 2:12, was sold to Andrew Welch, who in 
turn sold him to Nathan Straus for driving 
on the Speedway.

ANOTHER BASEBALL SURPRISE 


Before the Enjoined President Leaves, 
the League Must Be Reinstated 
in Public Favor. 


A. G. Spalding, the enjoined President of 
the National Baseball League, made the 
interesting and somewhat startling an- 
mouncement yesterday that he was willing 
to retire permanently from baseball and 
its annoying controversies. So radical a 
move from the predominating factor in the 
present baseball warfare was not made 
Without some qualifying considerations. 
These were that at the same time Andrew 
Freedman of the New York Club, Frank 
D. Robison of St. Louis, and John T. 
Brush of Indianapolis should also retire 
permanently from the game. Mr. Spald- 
ing’s offer was made in a letter which he 
sent to Mr. Brush yesterday in reply to a 
telegram from the latter to the effect that 
‘Spalding would do well to retire and allow 
the league to get together and adjust its 
own affairs. 

Spaiding’s letter to Mr. Brush is very 
plain and outspoken. Indeed, he does not 
mince words when, in referring to his own 
possible retirement from the game as a 
relief from vexations, he points the ad- 
Yantage that would accrue to the league 
when freed from carrying the burden of the 
three men whom he asks to retire in 
order to secure his own withdrawal from 
the game. The telegram that was sent to 
Mr. Spaiding was Mr. Brush's reply to 


the circular letter sent on Jan. 2 to the 
leaders of the eight National League clubs 
asking for opinions and suggestions in the 
present controversy. Mr. Spalding’s in- 
teresting reply is as follows:

THE COURT'S DECISION AWAITED. 
I note your suggestions, but in view of 
my recent public declaration condemning 
secret or so-called ‘‘ gum-shoe’"’ meetings 
to discuss baseball affairs, I could not con- 
sistently accept your invitation, which 


came through Mr. Hart, to meet you and 
Mr. Robison on the evening of Dec. 11 at 
your New York hotel, and I assume that 
Mr. Hart fully explained this to you. 

Your telegram would indicate that differ- 
ences existed between us. I know of no 
difference that exists, except the difference 
of opinion as to the advisability of turnin 
the National into a trust corporation, all 
the constituent clubs of which were to be 
owned by one central stock company and 
governed by a board of four Regents. No 
possible argument that you could have ad- 
vanced would have ‘convinced me that 
such a scheme was possible or advisable 
for the National game. As I am not of a 
retiring nature, and as it would be hardly 
fair to my constituents, who are responsi- 
ble for my election, I do not see how I can 
act upon or seriously consider the last sug- 
gestion in the above telegram. I cannot 
believe that you are sincere in making that 
Suggestion, for you seem to forget that 
through your acts and through those of 
your associates, I am temporarily enjoined 
by the Supreme Court of New York from 
acting as President-Secretary-Treasurer of 
the National League, to which office 1 was 
informed by a committee of the League 
that I had been unanimously elected Dec. 
14, and I construe this temporary injunc- 
tion of the court to mean that I cannot 
resign without being held possibly in con- 
tempt of court. This suit for which you 
and your associates are entirély responsi- 
ble, seems to have tied everybody's hands 
4n such a way that nothing can be done by 
any one pending a decision in this case. 
Of course, Mr. Brush, I recognize that you 
and your associates have a perfect legal 
privilege to invoke the assistance of the 
courts in this dilemma, as you would have 
a privilege to invoke similar aid should an 
umpire’s decision be contrary to your 
wishes. I am amazed that men like you 
and Freedman, who have run things about 
as you wished in baseball matters since 
you smoked thé pipe of peace together 
about three years ago, should upon your 
first failure in ecarrving out your scheme 
rush to the courts so frantically for pro- 
tection, and still claim the right to call 
yourselves sportsmen. 

Inasmuch as you have seen fit to offer 
suggestions as to the course I should pur- 
sue, I wish you would be equally as frank 
with me and explain why it would not be 
well for you to sell out your stock interest 
in the New York club, your alleged in- 
terest in the St. Louis club, and your sup- 
posed controlling interest in the Cincin- 
nati club, and retire from the game your- 
self. It would seem that you could afford 
to make a fairly reasonable price on these 
holdings that would make. it possible for 
you to dispose of your.yarious baseball in- 
terests. 

I would also suggest that you could do 
professional baseball a great kindness if 
you could induce your alleged partner, 
Frank De Haas Robison, to dispose of his 
supposed interest in the St. Louis club 
and his alleged interest in the Cincinnati 
club. 

You might also do the game a still great- 
er kindness and in a measure atone for 
some of the baseball mistakes which vou 
and some of your “combine” associates have 
made in recent years by recommending 
that Andrew Freedman also dispose of his 
Supposed controlling stock interest in the 
New York club, and his alleged large stock 
interest in the Cincinnati club, and his in- 
terest in the St. Louis club. if he has any. 

Now, friend Brush, for a moment: com- 
pare the difference in results that would 
obtain in your retiring at my suggestion to 
the small results that would ensue from 
my retiring at your suggestion. My re- 
tiring would simply carry with it my hon- 
orary membership in the National League. 
which, by the way, outranks any position 
that you have ever hel in that body, and 
also do me a personal kindness by restor- 
ing me to the pusition I have occupied for 
ten years previous to Dec. 14, 1901, and 
relieve me of what I admit are vexatious 
and difficult baseball problems, but vour 
retirement as I have suggested would re- 
lieve the game of the burden of longer 
earrying Andrew Freedman, John T. Brush, 
and Frank De Haas: Robison. and at the 
same time protect the so-called property 
interests of you three gentlemen that we 
hear so much about in this baseball con- 
troversy. 

Now, Mr. Brush, that this may savor of 
a baseball compromise, I will make you 
this proposition, that i7 you three gentle- 
men will permanently retire from the game 
as above suggested I will agree to do like- 
wise just as soon as the National League 
is again reinstated in public favor and all 
professional baseball interests molded into 
a proper form of government that bids fair 
to continue for a reasonable length of time. 
If this compromise proposition meets with 
the approval of yourself and the two as- 
soclates named above. please indicate it to 
me at an early date, appoint your attorney 
and I will do likewise, and arrange a con- 
ference for the purpose of formulating a 
legal agreement that will carry out both 
the. spirit and letter of this proposition.

English 
selling orders and ome pressure from the 
South added to the confidence of shorts, and 
prompted aggressive action by the bear fac- 
tion as a whole. Wall Street refused to believe 
in a lower market, and increased its line of 
long cotton, mostly May options. <A stubborn 
stand was made at 8c for the May position, 
and for a time the prospects quite favored a 
steady market for the rest of the day, but 
as the morning wore along commission houses 
came into possession of large selling orders, and 
the English market persistently sold lower. Be- 
fore midday local longs sold excitedly, and com- 
mission houses dumned out cotton on ‘‘ stop "’ 
orders. From 8c May broke heavily to 7.92, 
after which the market was a trifle steadier 
on profit taking by room shorts and light 
scalpers’ demand for a reaction. Nevertheless 
the undertone of the market remained weak, 
and on every bulge more long coiton came 
out.

It was expected by some that the market 
might ignore the cables after opening pressure 
had been relieved somewhat, but it was evident 
that bulls had lost some of their aggressive feel- 
ing. and, beyond one or two sharp rallies during 
the day, there was no important manifestation of 
bull activity. The greatest market changes were 
at St. Louis, where last prices were 1%c down 
after a busy day, in which active selling for 
long account occupied a prominent position. 
Apart from the weaker cable news, there was 
not much in the immediate situation to provoke 
distrust of the bull side, and some of the friends 
of wheat thought for this reason the reaction 
might prove but temporary. Winter wheat re- 
ceipts, for instance, were only 42,000 bushels at 
all interior points, and the total primary move- 
ment 438,000 bushels. There was a good cash 
cemand at Chicago, partly from Kansas City 
for Spring wheat, the Northwest reported mill- 
ers taking cash property at full premiums, the 
lecal premium on No. 2 red was advanced to 
2%c, and Detroit showed positive strength in 
face of the afternoon heaviness elsewhere, clos- 
ing 2c higher on cash wheat and 4%@%c up om 
futures, The Northwest wheat receipts were 
only 324 cars, being smaller than last week or 
last year. The weather tn Winter wheat States 
showed some moderation, but no signs of 
rain .or snow. It was evident therefore, in 
view of these considerations, that the market 
Was more or less overloaded and in just the po- 
sition to be influenced by such cables as those 
from Liverpool, where final quotations, although 
a shade better than the previous night, were 
much helow expectations. Paris markets, how- 
ever, closed 15@30 points higher and Berlin 1% 
marks up. Exporters disarpointed to bulls by 
being unable‘to de any business even on the de- 
cline, as orders are still 1@2e under the present 
level.

NEW TRUST COMPANY. 


Will Operate on Novel Lines, Loaning 
Money to Farmers on Ware- 


house Receipts. 

Prominent financial interests are organ- 
izing in this city a new trust company 
which will operate along entirely novel 
lines and in a field at present worked by 
no other similar institution. The company 
will be known as the Trust Company of the 
Republic. Its purpose will be to loan money 
to farmers throughout the country on 
warehouse receipts as security, and, when 
its own resources will not permit of such 
loans, to become a headquarters for the 
negotiation of paper of that character. 

It was stated yesterday by one of the 
financiers interested in the scheme that 
farmers and producers of raw material in 
many paris of the country to-day were 
compelled to pay as much as 20 or 25 per 
cent. interest on the money borrowed. This 
forced them, especially in the matter of 
cotton, to rush their product to the market 
and to sell it at a disadvantage in order to 
be able to liquidate their loans.

JUROR BEGS FOR RELEASE 


An Aged Man Charged with Murder 
Moves Him. 


The Burden of 70 Years Rests Upon 
Thomas McGurk, the Defendant— 
Other Jurors Shrink from Service. 


Assistant District Attorney Schurman 
yesterday had scarcely opened the case of 
the People against Thomas McGurk, ac- 
cused of the murder of Gottlieb Saehr on 
July 17 last, when he was interrupted by 
the second of the jurymen. McGurk, sev- 
enty years of age, the oldest man, accord- 
ing to the authorities In the Criminal Court 
Biulding who had ever been tried for mur- 
der, ashen-faced, with his eyes wildly star- 
ing through his glasses, gasped as the jury- 
man spoke. He seemed to think that the 
days of his confinement were about to end 
in immediate condemnation. 

Solomon Berlinger, sixty-two years-old, 
white-haired, and trembling with emotion, 
stood swaying in his place among the jury- 
men. 

“IT am an old man, your Honor!” he 
cried, addressing the court, and the tears 
ran down his cheeks. ‘*“[ am an old man, 
your Honor. Hear me. I am sick and old 
and my conscience rebels. I cannot sit 
here to pass judgment on that old man. I 
can’t do it. I swore truly to my oath as a 
juryman, but I cannot act as a juror and 
judge this poor, wretched, old defendant. I 
plead with you to excuse me.” 

The juryman dropped into his seat and 
covered his face with his hands. Judge 
Kenefick excused him, and Mr. Berlinger 
was led by the court attendants from his 
seat in a state of collapse. 

The jury box had been filled with the 
greatest difficulty. One hundred men were 
examined Monday afternoon without ob- 
taining twelve jurymen. Those examined 
would look at the decrepit old man charged 
with murder, and then swear that they had 
conscientious scruples against capital pun- 
ishment, many of them taking refuge in 
the assertion that they would agree to any 
other death for a convicted murder than 
that of the electric chair. One juryman 
went so far as to state that the axe was 
better than to have a man go through the 
agony of being strapped to the chair. 

The jury box was at last filled yesterday 
morning, when the second juryman inter- 
rupted the trial. It was then 11 o'clock, 
and court was adjourned until the after- 
noon. <An additional panel was called, and 
it was almost exhausted when the needed 
juryman was found. Among the last to be 
examined was William EK. Benjamin, who, 
when asked by Mr. Schurman if he had any 
scruples against capital punishment, said: 

“lam afraid I have—now.”’ He looked at 
the old man he might have to convict as he 
spoke. 

“You were examined for jury duty three 
years ago, I believe,’ said Mr. Schurman. 

“Yes, and was accepted; but I feel to- 

day that my sympathy for that old man 
might lead my judgment astray.” 
_ Mr. Benjamin was excused with the other 
jJurymen, who could not look at the de- 
fendant and then agree to be his judges. 
lhe jury as finally selected is composed of 
young men. 

The first witness called was William L. 
Melbrook, a lawyer. He testified that on 
the night of the murder he was sitting in a 
hammock with the murdered man's daugh- 
ter, when he heard her father call for help. 
With Miss Saehr and her mother he ran to 
his help. He saw the prisoner fire one 
shot in the ground and the other, the fatal 
one, from the pistol, almed higher Counsel 
for the accused man asked about the first 
shot, and the witness testified that he had 
supposed that the first shot was to hit 
Saehr in the leg to distable him, and that 
ihe second was fired higher. The widow of 
the murdered man also testified. 

The murder grew out of a petty quarrel. 
McGurk was a watenmen for the rapid 
transit tunnel contractors at Broadway and 
One Hundred and Sixty-first Street. Saehr 
owned a greenhouse at this point. He had 
said that it had been robbed, and McGurk, 
the wachman, took this as meaning that 
either he had been the thief or that he was 
negligent in his duty as a watchman. He 
was very jealous of his position and afraid 
that he would lose it. He sought out the 
gardener and called him to task for his 
statements. The two men then quarreled, 
and the shooting resulted.

Vorp.—Surrogate Thomas has declared void 
a trust in the will of Bernard L. Acker- 
man requiring his executors to continue 
business “ until a sale 


fected satisfactorily to them.’’ He says: 
“I do not determine the question as to 
whether this or any other language in the 
will gives to the executors an implied pow- 
er to sell the real property at Inwood. If 
the executors have power to sell, the In- 
wood property is not required to be sold by 
them within any specified period, and the 
time when a sale is to be made by them 
is to be governed entirely by their discre- 
tion. If they have no such power the ques- 
tion as to whether a sale is ever made

In any event, the pro- 
posed trust is to continue for an indefinite 
period, which is to be measured, not by 
lives, but by the discretion of persons who 
cannot be coerced to act within any period 
measured by lives.

The legacies of the property devoted to 
the continuance of the business are only 
to vest on the sale of the Inwood prop- 
erty; that is to say, at a time in the future 
to be determined by a contingency which 
may not happen within any two designated 
lives. hese legacies are therefore .void.
